Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
indicated that claim 1 is allowable over the prior art. Claims 23 and 38 should be amended to include the additional 
features recited in claim 1. Claim 13 recites a program product for implementing a physical system. It is unclear how 
software can be used to implement hardware. Claim 13 should be cancelled. Claims 24 - 33 recite method claims that 
depend on program product claim 23. Applicant authorized the amendments detailed in the examiner's amendment to 
correct the discussed issues.
